Humanities teacher gives 
Shakespeare presentation

Dr. David Lowery was 
recently named the 
Humanities Teacher of 
the Year for 2012. As a 
part of this honor, Lowery 
presented “The Enduring 
Legacy of a ‘Dusty, Old 
Icon”’ on Nov. 8. Lowery’s 
presentation was about 
Shakespeare and how he 
is still relevant to people 
today. 

Lowery was presented 
with the award because 
of his hard work, his love 
of literature and his ability 
to push himself and his 
students to do their best. 

“You exemplify the 
highest level of quality,” 
said Dr. Shannon 
Campbell, dean of liberal 
arts, to Lowery, at the 
presentation. 

He began by sharing his 
inspiration to become a 
teacher. Lowery joked that 
he never changed majors 
because he declared his in 
sixth grade. 

Lowery shared 

Shakespeare’s background 
and that there are many 
missing pieces that no one 
knows about him, such as 
the lost years from 1585- 


1592 when there were no 
records of Shakespeare. 
Shakespeare was an 
actor, playwright and a 
businessman. He wrote 
37 plays, which included 
histories, tragedies 

and comedies. He also 
composed 154 sonnets 
and later retired in 1611. 

Even though these facts 
are impressive, according 
to Lowery this is not why 
he is still so esteemed. 
So, Lowery posed 
the question: “Why is 
Shakespeare so revered?” 


Lowery said that 
Shakespeare’s impact 
has to do with his 
contributions to the 
English language and his 
common understanding 
of human behavior 
and emotion. His 
understanding of the 
human condition is shown 
through his diverse, 
authentic characters. 

“Shakespeare’s impact 
is immeasurable,” said 
Lowery. “Through 

Shakespeare we have 
learned three major life 


lessons: live, laugh and 
love.” 

Lowery stressed 

the importance of 
Shakespeare’s work 
and the fact that he is 
still relatable today. His 
presentation impacted 
many students, including 
sophomore Collin McGill. 

“Dr. Lowery’s dedication 
to literature is the clear 
factor for achieving such 
an honor, and his quick 
wit made the presentation 
on Shakespeare highly 
intriguing,” said McGill.

have been confusion among 
students. Many people 
had the mock election 
confused with early voting 
and thought that they were 
officially voting for the 
president of their choice. 

“In order to ensure that 
students who wished to 
vote officially would not 
be confused, student 
government did not 


promote the mock election 
further, however did still 
hold the poll at the time 
and place announced in the 
weekly bulletin sent out by 
Bonnie Warren in student 
services,” said Davis. 

Davis said she would like 
to see mock elections for 
president take place on 
campus in the future. She 
said two things she would 
change when holding 
the next mock election 
would be allowing more 
separation in time from the 


actual election and coming 
up with a clever name that 
separates JCJC’s election 
from the actual election. 

College Republican 
Sponsor and Pharmacy 
Technology instructor 
Marsha Sanders said she 
thinks that the results of 
the mock election appear 
accurate although turnout 
was small. 

“A larger number of 
students participating 
would have been great,” she 
said. “I saw several reasons 


for this. It was not well 
publicized other than what 
the College Republicans 
and Democrats did the 
previous week, and there 
were limitations on what 
could be done at that time. 
The voting occurred in only 
one area as far as I know. 
There are many students 
on campus who do not 
enter the C L. Neill Building 
often.” 

Fellow students shared 
their comments on the 
campus election. 


“I knew about the 
election, however I didn’t 
vote,” said Sophomore 
Kimberly Hinton. “I 
was lucky to make it to 
Tuesday’s election, which 
I am happy to report I did.” 

Sophomore Bethany 
Dobson said, “I didn’t vote. 
I found out late and decided 
that voting in the official 
election took priority. It 
would have been nice if it 
was held the week before 
the election and gave us 
more notice, then I may 


have voted.” 

Davis said future mock 
elections are important for 
the college. 

“It’s important our 
students become engaged 
in our democratic right to 
vote, and the mock election 
is a great way to see who 
JCJC students would have 
chosen as our president,” 
she said. “I look forward to 
working with SGA on this 
project again and seeing 
what our future mock 
elections will reveal.”

Fear of Expression 



Upon entrance, many 
people have preconceived 
notions that their 
college experience will 
be reminiscent of the 
usual television portrayal: 
freedom from parental 
rule, lively debates in 
college classes, self- 
discovery and expression 
through dress and 
appearance. However, in a 
recent study done by the 
Association of American 
Colleges and Universities 
(AAC&U), out of 24,000 
college seniors, 69.7 
percent feel it is unsafe to 
hold unpopular views on 
their college campus. 

This number is a steady 
increase from freshmen, 
59.7 percent of which 
say holding unpopular 
views is unsafe. Worse 
yet, 81.2 percent of their 
educators also feel it is 
unsafe. This information 
is from Greg Lukianoffs 
book “Unlearning Liberty.” 
Lukianoff is the president 
of the Foundation for 
Individual Rights in 
Education (FIRE). The book 
goes on to tell that out of 


100,000 students surveyed 
by the John S. and James L. 
Knight Foundation in 2004, 
a shocking 73 percent of 
them did not know how 
they felt about their First 
Amendment Rights. 

Education is defined 
by the Encyclopedia 
Britannica as “Learning 
that takes place in 
schools or school-like 
environments, or the world 
at large; the transmission 
of the values and 
accumulated knowledge of 
a society.” This definition 
adds impacts to Lukianoffs 
results, which are indicative 
of colleges nationwide. If 
our educators are afraid 
to transmit their personal 
values and knowledge of 
society, how are we to 
receive a well-rounded 
education? 

In turn, we will wind up 
as dull as the formulaic 
textbooks we read on a daily 
basis, only going through 
the motions of receiving an 
education rather than truly 
learning. As a generation 
who prides ourselves on 
self-expression, we, the 


future educated members 
of society, do not wish to be 
hushed in fear of our own 
unpopular views. 

College should be a 
safe place for students to 


share their thoughts and 
be exposed to new ideas. 
Only in an atmosphere 
of learning can students 
formulate their own 
opinions and evolve into 


the thinking, well-rounded 
adults college should help 
them become. 

During this time of 
higher education, we urge 
everyone, students and 


teachers alike, to not hold 
back your views. Pass your 
thoughts on to others, 
debate, argue, cause 
controversy and most of 
all, learn.

The marching 
band has performed 
at the Rose Bowl, the 
athletics department 
has several state and 
national championships, 
and the students seem 
to be some of the most 
successful out of the 
community colleges in 
Mississippi. That being 
said, with all of the 
college’s fame and 
greatness, is it so hard 
for them to provide 
good internet service for 
the students? 

It seems like almost 
every day, a classroom or a 
building or even the entire 
school internet either 


stops working completely 
or has too many problems 
to sustain a connection.

Dorm student 
Nathanael McDaniel had 
a strong opinion on the 
subject saying, "lam rather 
disappointed with how 
frequently the network 
goes down. It doesn’t help 
the IT team that students 
in the dorms bring routers 
and hide them in the 
rooms as well as play 
bandwidth-consuming 
games and stream videos 


and movies. Students 
hold the responsibility to 
maintain the network as 
much as the IT department 
by following regulations 
and being conscious of 
the consequences.” 

Whatever the reasons, 
it is clear that JCJC has 
a real problem with its 
internet. Not only are 
eBooks unavailable when 
the network is down, 
but it can also affect 
other areas such as 
Bobcat Bucks usage and 
online classes.

Hurricane Sandy less damaging than Katrina

As everyone knows, the 
Northeast was battered by 
Hurricane Sandy on Oct. 
29. Because the storm was 
projected to hit that region, 
the nation heard about it 
constantly on weather and 
news networks and the 
radio. As regretful as it 
was, I personally am rather 
tired of hearing about it, 
especially after the lasting 
damages of Katrina in 
August 2005. 

While we are far more 
equipped to deal with 
hurricanes than those 
recently affected by Sandy, 
as they are an inevitable 
part of life here in the 


South, we still take hard 
hits from brutal storms. To 
this day, there are victims 
of Katrina from Louisiana, 
Alabama, Florida and of 
course the landmass we call 
home who are displaced 
from their homes or places 
of businesses. 

While large media 
coverage was provided for 
Katrina, focusing mostly 
on New Orleans and its 
catastrophic levee failure, 
my ability to get news 
other than the elections 
and weather was clouded 
by Sandy. The major 
networks, all based in the 
terribly damaged New 
York, were up and running, 
however. 

Complaints of power 


outages for several 
weeks due to Sandy pale 
in the light of the lives 
devastated by Katrina. 
According to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA), 
Katrina caused 1,836 
fatalities and over $108 
million dollars in damages, 
versus Sandy, which 
caused 199 fatalities and 
$50 million in damages. 

The upset over gas prices 
was utterly ridiculous. 
While urban dwellers who 
could just as easily walk 
to work were complaining 
about gas prices and lack 
of gas accessibility, many 
people affected by Katrina 
went weeks without gas 
to power their cars and 


generators. Getting to 
work wasn’t even an 
issue because almost 
all businesses had been 
destroyed as well. 

Here in the Katrina- 
affected region, looting 
was a major problem faced 
not only by businesses, but 
by individual households. 
As much sadness as I heard 
over lack over power, I 
have yet to hear about the 
damaging effects of looting 
in the region struck by 
Sandy. 

More so, the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) was ill 
prepared for a natural 
disaster such as Katrina

College expenses are 
not entirely 
books and 
tuition; 
expenses 
include 
many costs 
that most 

individuals 
do not 
consider. 

The expenses are broken 
into two categories, 
discretionary and non¬ 
discretionary spending. 

Discretionary expenses 
include your books 
and tuition, and are 
to be expected. Non¬ 
discretionary expenses 
include room and 
board, entertainment, 
groceries, technology 
and transportation. 

Surprisingly these 

expenses can far outweigh 
those of books and tuition, 
depending on spending 
habits. 

According to Huffington 


Post, total spending is 
on the increase in 2012. 
Students on average 
spend approximately 
29.6 percent on non¬ 
discretionary expenses 
while spending 70.4 
percent on discretionary 
spending. Discretionary 
spending per student alone 
went from $4,069 in 2011 
to $5,559 this year. Non¬ 
discretionary spending on 
the other hand is currently 
averaging $2,337. 

According to collected 
data from multiple sources 
it is estimated that the 
average college student 
pays right at $7,896 a year 
to attend college as a 
resident of that state. With 
expenses on the rise, it is 
important to consider the 
areas of expense to ensure 
costs are covered. 

Non-discretionary 
expenses are out of our

Budget 
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control for the most 
part. In order to reduce 
these costs, a student can 
possibly earn scholarships 
in order to pay for tuition 
and/or books. When 
purchasing books, 

students can save money 
and buy used books in the 
campus bookstore or on¬ 
line with merchants and 
personal sellers. Buying 
used books can often 
save students between 
20 - 60 percent off the 
original purchase price. 

Discretionary expenses 
can be controlled with 
budgeting and smart 
spending, however many 
of these expenses are 


considered “needs” of a 
college student in order 
to perform tasks while in 
school. Let’s look at each 
category and see what 
fellow students spend on 
average and discuss tips 
to save money. 

Room and board - Room 
and board can really top 
the list with expenses 
estimated at $8,887 in 2011 
and 2012. Approximately 
75 percent of college 
students live off campus, 
with 26% of them paying 
over $600 a month in 
rent. Students may not 
realize they can negotiate 
their rent, which can 
result in lower payments. 
Other ways to save money 
is to get a roommate to 
share expenses as well as 
renting semi-furnished 


apartments near campus 
to cut costs trying to 
furnish an apartment. 

Entertainment 
expenses can vary greatly 
depending on each 
student’s resources. When 
it comes to spending on 
entertainment, reports 
show that 47 percent 
of students spend $0 - 
$25 a week, 26 percent 
spend $25 - $50 a week, 
12 percent spend $50 - 
$75, and the remaining 
15percent of students 
spend $75 or more a week 
on entertainment. Ways 
that students can save 
money on entertainment 
are free campus events, 
coupons, specials and 
purchasing with cash and 
not plastic. 

Technology is becoming 


increasingly necessary in 
the college experience. 
Blackboard, on-line 
classes, e-books and other 
programs are now part of 
the learning experience. 
Students are spending 
more on computers, 
laptops, tablets and 
cell phones than ever 
before. They are all tools 
in which information is 
now utilized. The day of 
a book, paper and pen 
are over, and more and 
more money is being 
spent to adjust to the 
shift in technology. When 
spending on technology 
compare the quality and 
value of each item with 
different merchants to 
try to get the best buy. 
Also become educated 
on the product and its 


capabilities before making 
a purchase. 

Transportation is 

important to many college 
students considering that 
75 percent of college 
students live off campus 
and 37 percent travel 
to school by car. The 
transportation expense 
in 2011 and 2012 is $1,082. 
Depending on how far 
you live from school 
these expenses can vary. 
College students can save 
money by shopping gas 
prices and buying at the 
cheapest location or by 
carpooling to share the 
expense of gasoline. Also 
check with insurance 
agents to see if they offer 
discounts for good grades. 

Food is important and 
also has an impact on 


the college student’s 
budget with $765 being 
spent eating meals off 
campus. While buying 
food off campus, students 
indicated that they spend 
9 percent on groceries, 
20 percent in dining halls, 
20 percent eating out, or 
the remaining 51 percent 
ordering takeout. Savings 
can be gained here by 
clipping coupons, cooking 
extra food and storing 
it as left-overs for the 
week, or cooking meals 
with a group to cut costs 
by sharing the expense of 
ingredients. 

College is not cheap. 
Paying attention to 
spending habits will allow 
more choices in the long 
run by helping budget 
money.
